Gentlemen, 19 April 1864. 

I AM directed by Earl De Grey and Ripon to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter dated the 16th instant, and to acquaint you that his Lordship has 
accepted your tender for the cutting out and making up, and delivering and 
fitting, the clothing for the constabulary force in Ireland, upon the following 
terms : — 

The cloth and garniture, excepting buttons, lace, silk, twist, thread, cord, 
hooks and eyes, binding, and wadding, are to be supplied to you from the 
Royal Army Clothing Depdt at Pimlico, and the cutting out, making up, and 
fitting the clothing, viz., tunics, trousers, and overalls, and delivering the same 
at the head quarters of the constabulary of each county, to be carried out by 
you ; the fitting to be approved by the officer commanding the district force. 

The prices to be paid to you for this service will be as follows : —

The quantities of cloth and other materials to be issued for each garment 
from Pimlico, as determined by Colonel Hudson, and calculated on a fair 
average of the sizes of the men composing the force, at one yard of 36 inches, 
are detailed in the Schedule marked A., signed by you, a copy being annexed 
hereto, and no extra quantities are to be allowed you for extra sizes. 

The buttons, lace, silk, twist, thread, cord, hooks and eyes, binding, and wad- 
ding, are to be supplied by you ; the charges to be allowed you for the same 
being at the undermentioned rates per garment of all sizes : —

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2 PAPERS RELATIVE TO THE 

The garments are to be made by you according to the respective size rolls 
and the clothing fitted to the men without any extra charge whatever being 
allowed you, nor will payment be made to you until you can produce the certi- 
ficate showing the approval of the district commanding officers. 

The following rates will be allowed you for packing, viz. : — \hd. per tunic ; 
1 d. per pair trousers ; § d. per pair overalls ; and the amounts actually paid by 
you for . carriage will also be allowed on production of the railway and carrier 
Touchers. 

The packing materials used by tlie War Department in transmitting the 
doth and other materials to your premises in Limerick, are to be returned to 
Pimlico, or if made available by you for repacldng the clotbing, when ready 
for transmission to the county head quarters, will be allowed for by you in your 
accounts at rates to be agi'eed upon. 

In the event of your effecting any saving in the cutting, the Secretary of 
State for War shall receive back the cloth or other material saved, and you 
will be allowed for the same at the contract prices. 

The contract to be completed within tlie following period, viz. : — 

The whole of the clothing to be delivered at the respective district head 
quarters, and fitted to the satisfaction of the District Commanding Officers, by 
the 15th August 1864 ; and in the event of your failing to complete it within 
that time, the foEowing penalties will be inflicted upon you, viz. : — 

1 per cent, upon tlie contract price for every article not delivered and fitted by the 
15th August 1864. 

2 per cent, upon the contract price for every article not delivered and fitted 14 days 
after the 15th August 1864. 

4 per cent, upon the contract price for every article not delivered and fitted 21 days 
after the 15th August 1864. 

6 per cent upon tlie contract price for every article not delivered and fitted 30 days 
after the 15th August 1864. 

All responsibility as to loss by fire, or damage of any kind, while the ma- 
terials and clotliing ai’o in your possession, to be undertaken by you, but when 
in the possession of this Department, the.responsibility to be sustained by the 
same. 

Security to the amount of 1,000 /. is to be given by you for the value of the 
materials placed in your hands, by a letter of guarantee, signed by an approved 
person, should you be required to do so by the Secretary of State. 

I am to call upon you to acknowledge the receipt of this communication, with 
accompanying Schedule A.
